Madrid, April 22.— 
Thunderous government 
artillery assault against 
the gun replacements from 
which insurgents have 
punished Madrid with 
death and destruction for 
eleven days drowned ont 
the insurgent cannonade 
today and enabled govern¬ 
ment ground troops to 
fight their way into the 
insurgent suburb of Usera. 

Fighting began at dawn along the 
suburban battlefront while Gen. 
Francisco Franco’* gunners, adapting 
anti-aircraft piece* to siege work, 
rained shells Into th* heart of the 
city. 

Meanwhile, rallying against a sur¬ 
prise insurant attack that swarmed 
over their first line trenches, govern¬ 
ment defenders In the Usera suburb 
recapturing lost ground and swept on 
to bend back the previous Insurgent 
front line. 

Then they established themselves in 
the Insurgents’ old positions. Gren¬ 
ade throwers -led the government at¬ 
tack. 

RECORD IS SET 

The Insurgent bombardment that 
lulled with the government's own 
cannonade was one unmatched In the 
experience of any other capital dur¬ 
ing twentieth century warfare. 

^ At least twenty-five shells In the 
early morning onslaught were blasted 
Into the populous districts along the 
Gran Via and connecting streets. 

They wrought their havoc as the 
bodies of more than thirty-two per¬ 
sons killed In yesterday’s attack were 
being carted to cemeteries. 

The spring sky. pitiless in Its bright¬ 
ness, afforded the Insurgent gunners 
splendid visibility. 

Men, rushing to shelter from the 
streets, said they had seen men and 
women hurriedly carried to emergency 
hospitals by stretcher squads or 
hastily commandeered automobiles. 
8TOICISM BROKEN 
The newspaper ABC. admitted the 
fatalism of Madrllenos, besieged for 
8(4 months, was cracked. 

'The people of Madrid are losing 
their stoicism In the face of this re¬ 
peated cruelty and senseless brutal¬ 
ity.” said the paper. "They will not be 
criticised If, some day, they resort to 
violence by way of reprisals. Nor can 
clemency be asked when the time 
comes—and It Is not far off—to do 
Justice to these traitors and assassins 
of the people, those who help in this 
brainless villainy.”

Minister of Mines and Labor, told a 
New Westminster audience last night 
that migration of thousands of fami¬ 
lies from other parts of Canada had 
been a principal cause for Increased 
relief expenditures In this province.

LARGEST ALLOWANCE 

"Our relief system is taking care 
of both unemployed and unemploy¬ 
able, and In this province a larger 
allowance Is made for family than In 
any other province," Mr. Pearson said. 

Mr Pearson discussed briefly pro¬ 
vincial government plana to Introduce 
the apprenticeship system In Indus¬ 
try: the training of youths In forestry 
camps; enoouragement of placer min¬ 
ing and other projects to provide 
training and employment for youth 
of the province. 


Boston, April 22. — The mutual 
stake of Great Britain and the United 
States in world peace stands as “a 
common inspiration" between the two 
nations.

"The preservation of peace needs 
the devoted support of newspapers 
throughout the world."

I’m a 
different woman now. Now I don’t 
have my hands full of children. They 
are free to satisfy all your wants.” 

The letter was dated March, 1986. 
CERTIFICATES PRODUCED 

The government also placed in evi¬ 
dence her daughter, Gwendoline’s 
birth certificate, dated July 24. 1923, 
Essex, England, and a copy of the 
marriage certificate Issued to Mrs. 
Norton and Herbert James Norton In 
March. 1926. 

GABLE TO TESTIFY AGAIN 

While the prosecution thus wound 
up Its case, Gable remained In the 
office of Prosecutor John Powell, 
waiting to be called as a defence 
witness.

Armament Taxation 

R T. HON. NEVILLE CHAMBER- 

lain's last budget—he seems to be slated 
for the Premiership after Mr. Baldwin retires— 
is meeting with a good deal of opposition not 
only from Conservative members 6f the House 
of Commons but from influential financial in¬ 
terests. 

The proposed new tax on business profits 
has caused the most sensational stir in the “city.** 
Hie Financial News calls the opposition almost 
universal—"from the Stock Exchange to Minc¬ 
ing Lane the new profits levy has arouse^ re¬ 
sentment and consternation. On all sides there 
is violent criticism of the inequalities which it 
must involve, and everywhere there is confusion 
and uncertainty about the way in which the 
scheme will work." 

The News quotes members of the Stock Ex¬ 
change as basing their objections to the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer’s proposals on three main 
grounds: (I) that it is not just an incidence; 
(2) that it is complicated to an extreme degree; 
(3) that it is * damper on enterprise. On the 
other hand, tho man in the street, say today’s 
dispatches from London, is taking the new tax 
on income calmly—it is now back at what is 
termed the "crisis level",—because he reasons 
that firms making big profits from armaments 
and as a result of armaments aro under special 
obligation to contribute to the state. 

As in all budget presentations, vital details 
may be amended, but such an overwhelming 
majority as that which the Baldwin government 
commands in tho British House of Common*

Recent Complaints Bring 
Explanation of Difficulties 

Following the death from measles 
last week of a 8 aanlch woman, muni¬ 
cipal health authorities today Issued 
a statement in reply to several com¬ 
plaints that authorities were not ex¬ 
ercising proper control over public 
health. 

“We wish to draw the attention of 
the public to the fact that an epi¬ 
demic of measles lasts in a com¬ 
munity until those who hsve not pre¬ 
viously had measles have contracted 
the disease," said Dr. David Berman, 
Baauich medical health officer. 

“There are no public health meas¬ 
ures which are effective In limiting 
or modifying the spread of measles." 
he continued. “Measles are so infec¬ 
tious that slight contact alone Is 
needed to contract It. Unfortunately, 
too, it Is most Infectious or contagious 
In the catarrhal stage Just prior to 
the appearance of the rash, it Is 
thus Innocently spread far and wide 
by those who think they have only a 
cold 

"The present epidemic Is fortun¬ 
ately not one of black and hemor¬ 
rhagic type with a high death rate. 
However, several cases of measles 
have ended fatally for the following 
reasons: 

"First, the disease had been re¬ 
garded as a trivial childhood disease 
and has not been treated with suffi¬ 
cient respect. 

"Secondly, the physician has not 
been consulted as to treatment. Cases 
vary widely as to treatment and 
length of nursing. 

"Thirdly, though a patient Is not 
Infectious eight days after the ap¬ 
pearance of the rash he must be care¬

Vancouver Jews 
Hear tke Premier 

Pattullo, Addressing B’nai 
B'rith, Commends Its Place 
in Community 

Canadian Press 

Vancouver. April 22 —Premier T. D. 
Pattullo In an address to 8amuel 
Lodge. B’nai B'rith, here last night 
said he believed new Ideals being de¬ 
veloped by reason of present oonfu- 
slon and Intellectual turmoil would 
result In a "new concept and a new 
determination that the forces of evil 
and misunderstanding shall not en¬ 
compass the destruction of man." 

Mr. Pattullo told his Jewish listen¬ 
ers their race appeared In British Co¬ 
lumbia “since the moment the coun¬ 
try passed beyond the fur trading 
days." Old records showed, he said, 
that when the first Jewish synagogue 
wac built in Victoria In 1863 It was 
regarded as a community effort to 
which all, regardless of creed, con¬ 
tributed. 

"I am told." be added, "that more 
than half a century later, when the 
new Christ Cathedral in Victoria waa 
under construction, a contribution 
was received from the Jewish com¬ 
munity in return for the assistance 
they received in 1863. 

CHARITABLE WORKS 

The Premier paid tribute to the 
fact B’nai B'rith had never been con¬ 
tent to leave Its ideals, of practical 
charity, benevolence attd brotherly 
love "in the realm of pious theory." 

The Ideals of Victorian days were 
being altered, he said, but nothing Is 
more certain than that they will 
emerge again as an Irresistible power 
In the world. 

At the close of his short address, 

. Mr. Pattullo said: 

"We have been fortunate In Can- 
, ada Inasmuch as we have managed to

... It Is our heartfelt hope that this

The first users of scrap Iron, he 
said, were the old blacksmiths who 
re-forged used metal because of tbe 
high transportation costs of the days 
before the railroads. 

Tlie second stage came with the 
development of the railroads them¬ 
selves, and their first replacements 
At that time scrap Iron could only 
be re-rolled, not re-smelted. 

The automobile brought a new 
problem to the scrap iron Industry 
by Its use of alloys, which cculd not 
be re-rolled. This was solved In 1908 
by the introduction of the open 
hearth furnace, which allowed the 
re-smeltlng of all Iron and steel 
alloys. 

The Japanese steel Industry had 
Its start In the masses of scrap, 
which had plied up during the war 
years, and which could not be ship¬ 
ped out of the country oecause of 
the shortage of vessels. It was In u 
Vancouver mill that the Japanese 
steel men learned how to convert 
scrap Into plates and bars for other

fever, which causes a toted collapse 
of many Individuals. 

Recent studies have revealed that 
of twenty-five persons who suffered 
total collapse after swimming, ten 
had to be rescued to prevent them 
from drowning. Dr. Horton aald. 
•’Ijypersensltlvenesa to cold consti¬ 
tutes a grave menace to the unwary 
swimmer who has this malady, and 
yet the danger can be eliminated 
by adequate treatment by a respon¬ 
sible physician.” 

Testing to determine whether a 
person has the disease is a simple 
matter of immersing one hand In ice 
water for five minutes, Dr. Horton 
declared, and "if the hand swells 
after it has been removed from the 
water, the Indication is that the 
patient Is hypersensitive to cold." 

CAN BE DE 8 EN 8 ITIZED 

Most persons can be "desensitised" 
to cold. Just as many asthma and hay 
fever patients can be accustomed to 
pollen, by having them Immerse ono 
hand In Ice water for a minute or two 
twice a day for three or four weeks. 
Dr. Horton declared.

I Captain Joseph Picard today arrested 
Powers Hapgood, New England secre¬ 
tary for the Committee for Indus¬ 
trial Organization, and William J. 
Mackesy, C.I.O. director of a twenty- 
nine-day shoe strike Involving 6.4O0 
workers and nineteen factorlee In 
the Lewiston-Auburn area.

The three wers 
seized at their hotel. 

RIOT AND ASSAULT 
A police warrant charged them 
with “riotous assault,” and It was 
Issued in connection with the ston¬ 
ing of 8tate Police Lieutenant 
George Fowler, knocked unconscious 
yesterday by a stone as state and 
Auburn police turned back 1.000 
strikers at a bridgehead. 

Today's action followed on the 
heels of an Injunction outlawing the 
strike and granting a temporary In¬ 
junction against the strikers, and 
C.I.O. retorts that the court ruling 
was & "miscarriage of Justice ’ that 
“meant nothing.” 

DOWNPOUR OF RAIN 
While 300 National Guardsmen 
walked back and forth In a drench¬ 
ing rain, and only a few curious 
peered from doorways or braved toe 
downpour to appear on the streets, 
the scene shifted temporarily to the 
municipal court, where the three 
leaders and two strikers arrested with 
them were arraigned. 

He continued the hearing of the

gold is far more each year than th« 
entire amount that was paid to 
Ruaala. 

Copper and silver n&ines In Alaska 
also have proved of high value. Coal, 
lead, tin, tungsten and platinum art 
other minerals found In fairly largo 
amounts. 

All taken together, however, tha 
minerals of Alaska are not proving of 
as great value as the fish. The yearly 
catch of salmon alone is worth al¬ 
most twice as much as all the gold, 
silver and copper which are being 
mined there. In addition, the waters 
around the territory provide mtllions 
of pounds of halibut and codfish. 

One kind of salmon caught in 
Alaska is known as the "sockeye.’* 
It is about three feet long on tha 
average, and weighs about flva 
pounds. A far larger flab la tha 
“king salmon,” which la caught In 
the rivers of Alaska’s Panhandle. It 
has an average weight of more than 
twenty pounds.

As a matter of fact most parts of 
Alaska are cold. In some places the 
temperature falls to 66 or 70 degree* 
below zero during the long winters. 

From that viewpoint, we might say 
there was reason to call It an "Ice¬ 
box,” but there are other facts which 
should not be forgotten. The south¬ 
eastern section, the so-called “Pan¬ 
handle,” has a fairly mild climate 
the year around. Even far to the 
north, around the city of Nome, the 
summer weather is warm enough for 
comfort. In winter, it Is different, 
for Nome Is "frozen seven months of 
the year”—but what else could we 
expect of a town almost at the edge 
of the Arctic circle? The Interesting 
thing Is that hundreds of Islands near 
Alaska and thousands of square miles 
of the mainland have a good climate. 

The price of Alaska was 17.200.000 
"In gold.” IMt us compare this to the 
gold which has been found In Alaska I 
In the past seventy years, the streams 
and mines have yielded gold to the 
value of more than $460,000,000. This 
makes the purchase look like a good 
bargain. The greatest "gold harvest” 
came after the gold rush which 
started • about forty years ago.

The Furness luxury liner Queen of 
Bermuda, listed to sail today for Ber¬ 
muda appeared to be most seriously 
affected here by the boycott.
